Gradually he ring developed itself, 
and by 1869 held almost every depart 
ment of the city in its grasp In 1868 
the greatest scheme of robbery be­ 
gan—the building of the new' county 
courthouse. It w?as to cost not over 
$250,000. bu; before 1871. while it was I 
still unfinished, it had cost $8,000,000. 
In 1870 the power of auditing ac­ 
counts was taken from the supervis­ 
ors and vested in certain city offices 
that were filled by friends of the 
ring. All restraints on fraudulent bills 
were thus removed, and the way was 
open to every kind of rascality.. Bills 
amounting to $6,000,000 were passed 
at the first and only meeting of the 
board of audit. Of this amount $1,000- 
000 was traced directly to Tweed’s 
own pocket. 


A -secret accoum of the money thus I 
paid out was kept in the auditor's of­ 
fice and during the winter of 1870-71 
a clerk stealthily copied its items and 
showed them to a bitter enemy of 
Tammany. That w’as enough—and the 
end of the ring was at hand. 
The enemy of Tammany gave the 
news to a New York newspaper, and 
in July, 1871, the news was publish­ 
ed . 
Instantly a storm of excitement was 
created, and an investigation follow­ 
ed. Fortunately, the main and the

Havana, iMay 20—Gen. Mario Men- 


©cal was inaugurated second prs i- 
dent of the Cuban republic 
shortly 
after noon today, succeeding 
Josf> 
Miguel Gomez, w’ho has been at {he 
head of the government since Amer­ 
ican control of the insular 
affairs 
came to an end on Januaary 28, I#09. 
The -new president received his edu­ 
cation in the United States and is 
regarded as a warm friend of 
the 
great American republic. 
In his pro­ 
gramme he promises to cultivate clos­ 
er relations with the United Slates, 
and to seek agricultural and indus­ 
trial development. 
The popularity of the new’ executive 
was attested 
by 
the 
enthusiastic 
demonstrations attending his induc­ 
tion into office and the great crowds 
that witnessed al) of the features of 
the inauguration program.. The tak­ 
ing of the viath of office was preceded 
by a parade of regular troops, civil 
organizations and the rural guard.

The retiring presi­ 
dent and his successor 
were

rounded by the dignitaries of state, 
the members of congress 
and

diplomatic corps in brilliant uniforms. 
After the induction of the president 
Senor Enrique 
Jose 
Varona 
was 
sworn in as vice president of the re­ 
public. 
Gen. Menocal goes in-to power as 
the leader of the Conservative party, 
and as a result- of the decisive chob-* 
of the Cuban people in the elections 
of last fall. The retiring administra­ 
tion was controlled by the liberals. 
In the new senate the Conservatives 
have a strength of thirteen members 
against an opposition of eleven. In 
the lower house there are now forty- 
three Liberals and 
forty-eight 
who 
are listed as Conservatives. Five of 
the 
latter, 
however, 
are 
Liberal 
“mugwumps” and they will hold the 
balance of power. t 
President Menocal is a man of high 
ideals and enjoys the respect of all 
classes of the Cuban people. He is a 
civil engineer, an agriculturist and 
business expert, in addition to being 
a solder. His uncle. Anisette Menocal. 
was an American citizen, a command­ 
er and engineer in the United States 
navy. Tt w*as under his direction that 
young Menocal was educated. Since 
his thirteenth year most of his time 
has been spent in the United States. 
He graduated from Maryland Agricul­ 
tural College in 1884 and from Cor­ 
nell University four years later. 
Equipped with a splendid educa­ 
tion and with a perfect knowledge of 
both English and Spanish, Gen. Meno- 
cal’s success dates from his first work 
after leaving Cornell. His first en­ 
gineering work was done in 'Nicara­ 


gua on the survey for an interoceanic 
canal. Before sailing from New York 
on this trip he had to sign a release 
to the company for any responsibility 
for returning his body to the United 
States in case of death. The com­ 
pany would agree, however, to return 
thfe body on payment of $150, to be 
deducted from the salary of the em­ 
ployee in rather large installments.

The military career of Gen. Meuo- 
cal dates fzom June 5, 1895, when he 
entered the revolutionary army as a 
private. His education and his engi­ 
neering ability made his promotion 
rapid. Moreover hem e: the difficulties 
of a hard campaign with the same 
1 courage that he faced yellow fever 
in Nicaragua. His command in Cam- 
aguay and Oriente provinces clear­ 
ed that territory of 
the 
Spaniards. 
His storming of the fortified town of 
Las Tunas was one of the brilliant 
feats of the campaign. 
As inspector 
general 
of 
public 
works under the American adminis­ 
tration Gen. Menocal wras an import­ 
ant factor in the cleaning up of Ha­ 
vana. Gen. Menocal left his position 
as inspector general to take charge 
of the Interests of the Cuban-Ameri- 
can Sugar Company at Chaparra. Bur 
ing the time that this great hacienda 
has been under Gen. Menocal’s su­ 
pervision it has become 
the 
bes: 
known sugar property in the world. 
The production there in 1910 of 540,- 
<100 hags of sugar stands as a record 
from a single estate.
